This manuscript is divided into two major sections. 


Part One THE SEARCH FOR ISHAM GRISSOM 


this section contains the family history . This is the history of the family of Isham Grissom as 
far as it is known. Little biographies are provided for the family members. This section does not 
stray beyond the founder, Isham Gresham/Grissom. All purported children of Isham Grissom 
are featured here. The brothers’ William born 1819 and James Grissom born 1818 are treated 
before the other children. William Grissom was the founder of the family residing at 
Summerland, Smith County Miss. Katherine Grissom Gregg is a descendant of William 
Grissom. James Grissom was the founder of the family residing at Stringer Jasper County Miss. 
Royce Stringer and Cecil Grissom are descendants of James Grissom. 


Part Two THE SEARCH FOR THE FOREFATHERS OF ISHAM GRISSOM 


It was observed on the census records that many of the family members were born in Georgia. 
James Grissom was born in Georgia in 1818. This information is found on the census records 
for Jones County Mississippi. His son, George Washington Grissom, Cecil Grissom’s 
granddaddy was born in Georgia in 1840. William Grissom, James’ brother, was born in Georgia 
in 1819. His birth date is recorded on his tombstone. A photo of that tombstone can be seen in 
the section recording what is known of his branch of the family. 

It was concluded that their family had migrated from Georgia to Mississippi. 

A hunt was begun to find all information in Georgia. It appears that the family first lived in 
Jasper County Ga. Their last move in Georgia was to Troup County. It is from here that they 
began moving further westward. The cousins found that the family first settled in and around 
Bailey, Lauderdale County Mississippi. They also were found in family groups nearby in 
Kemper County Mississippi 

They found sufficient reason to believe that David Gresham b 1755 in Virginia was the father 
of Isham. They were led to believe that David Gresham’s father was a Phillip Gresham b 1730 
in Va. In addition they think that this Phillip is a descendant of an Edward Gresham who 
appeared in Virginia in 1650 and who may have left England in 1635 bound for St.. 
Christopher’s [St Kitts] 
A great deal of research has been done on the forefathers of Isham Gresham/Grissom No clear 
link has been found to connect Isham Gresham to Edward Gresham, the immigrant.. It is not 
known if the families researched are the branch to which Edward belongs. However the data 
gathered on that family is presented in Part Two. The Family Gresham comes from the village 
of Gresham in County Norfolk England. What ever branch Edward belongs to, it is still the one 
and the same family. 


There are boxes throughout the book. They contain suppositions, question and other items that

The search was actually for “Unknown Grissom”. Katherine 
Gregg and her brothers began their search by sending out a letter of inquiry. Royce 
Stringer was searching for the family of his grandmother, “Mandy” Grissom. Royce’s 
initial search took him to the early census records for the counties of east-central, 
Mississippi. ` | | 
In 1984 Katherine Grissom Gregg and her brothers began a search for their Mississippi 
forebearers. They called all the Grissoms in the neighborhood. Katherine Gregg called 
Cecil Grissom. She talked to Cecil’s wife Phyllis. No body knew very much of the history 
of the family. Phyllis Grissom, recalled that her father-in-law told how he was the 5th 
generation from the Revolutionary War. He also believed that ancestor was named David. 
He did not know the name of the Grissom who first moved to Mississippi. After some 
research Katherine and her brothers each sent out copies of the following letter. Royce

Their children were Flora Idella, Lula C., William Monroe, Millie, Bertha, 
Wade Andrew, Docia, Donie O.,Ruth, Olivia, Robert C. and Everette C..

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There was another cousin searching for family roots. Royce Stringer retired from USDA 
Royce served all his years in Atlanta, Ga.. He returned to Mississippi and to his family home in Jasper County. 
He had a grandmother named Malvina Grissom. She had married Wade Stringer. Royce was having trouble 
finding; her family. He also had trouble finding her last resting place. On 1 Dec. 1993 Royce called Cecil 
Grissom. The topic of the conversation was kinship. Royce followed up this telephone call with the following

I moved to 
Atlanta in 1961 and just last year completed a thirty-one-year career in the administrative offices of Food and 
Nutrition Service USDA. I moved back to Jasper County and my pa's old farm house four miles south of the 
old town of Stringer on Hi way 15. 
I am sending with this letter five or more pages of information that I copied from U. S. Census records, in 
my effort to find out more about my grandmother Stringer. I am told that Wade A. Stringer married "Mandy" 
Grissom. She died around 1885, with the birth of my Uncle Rufus, I am told. My pa, known by friends as 
just "Edd" Stringer, was only two at the time he lost his mother. Wade stringer later re-married an "Alice 
Brown" and they are both buried at Liberty, about a mile East or Northeast of Stringer. 
Where is Mandy Stringer buried? 
Who were her parents and her brothers and sisters , the latter who would have been [perhaps] a "Jack 
Grissom," a "George Grissom,” maybe, and several others, according to the memory of my mother who lived 
into her late 80s before passing in 1980. [ My mother was Mary Mauldin Stringer] 
You mentioned your father's father was a "Jack Grissom" who fought in the Civil War. Perhaps this was my 
Grandmother Mandy's brother. If I remember correctly, you stated your great-Grandfather may have been 
a David Grissom. You will note from what I am sending with this letter that a "David Grissom" was living 
in Lauderdale County [Meridian area] in the year 1850. My notes taken in 1976, show him as age 33 but there 
does not appear to be a "Jack" listed in 1850 of the right age for Civil War Service. I have speculated that 
"Mandy" may have been a daughter of a James and Sarah Grissom [see attachments] and that she may have 
had a brother "John" who was called "Jack" in his adult life. ....all just guesses on my part, going on the info 
that my mother left us about Mandy having a brother Jack. 
Maybe we can visit one day before long and unravel a little of this family history, as a good way to pass away 
a cold winter afternoon .

Grissom, Ensign in the War of 1812 was most likely their common ancestor. He is thought 
to be the son of the Revolutionary War militia man, David Gresham of So. Car. and Ga.. 
They believe that Isham removed from Georgia and settled in the Kemper - Lauderdale 
Counties area of Mississippi around 1838. Isham remained in Lauderdale County . 


Part of his family came with Isham’s wife, Elizabeth to the area of Mississippi known locally

There may be records in Pike County circa 1822-1830 for either David [Sr.] or 
his son [?] Isham Gresham there appears to be a very strong bond between David and Isham Gresham. A bit of folklore that has passed down 
through the generation, sadly told, “The family had to leave the 3 old folks behind for they wee too old for the long trip to Mississippi.”... Told 
by Isham Gresham’s great grand son William “Bill” Grissom [b1880]There may be another reason for the members of the family fleeing Troup 
County Georgia. A daughter of David’s appears to have been committed to an insane asylum. This incident may go far explaining why David 
returns to Pike County and Isham moves to Mississippi..[see William son of David]

Moving west ward 


In order to retrace the movement of Isham Grissom and his family, Katherine Gregg constructed this map. 
David Gresham moved from South Carolina to Georgia around 1800. He and his family moved steadily 
westward across Georgia. The family then crossed Alabama. They left David and his wife behind. William 
Grissom a grandson of David’s tarried long enough in Alabama to court and marry. His wedding certificate 
from Perry County can be found in the Appendix. The shaded boxes are the counties where research was 
done The counties where this family settled in Mississippi include the cluster of Lauderdale, Kemper, Smith, 
Jasper and Jones Counties. Some family members moved further West. They migrated all the way to the 
pacific Ocean and perhaps beyond.. 

President Thomas Jefferson ordered two roads to be built. The National Road and The Federal Road. You 
will find the National Road in most school history books. The Federal Road is not referred to very often. 
In 1803 President Jefferson commissioned the establishment of an east-west road known as the Federal 
Road [also called the 3 chopped way. [ It was also a post road.] This road ran from Savannah... 
to Natchez Mississippi. It crossed through Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi. At a place called St. Stephens, 
it branched. One branch going to Mobile, one to New Orleans and the other to Natchez.. Isham would most 
likely have used this way when he came to Mississippi before 1838. 

They could have traveled with ole Sam Dale. Dale traveled back and forth across the Indian County. He 
drove wagons from Augusta to Mississippi. He traded with the Indians. He also surveyed the route for the 
Federal Road. He was getting on in years when the Isham Grissom group came along. He retired to 
Lauderdale County, Mississippi. This is where family first settled down.

In 1945 there was an oil boom in Jones County, Ms and in the surrounding counties. An oil company offered 
to lease land “owned” by Deavors Grissom. It was discovered that the deed had never been changed. It was 
land on which James Grissom [son”] of Isham Grissom had settled when he moved to this area. In order to 
clear the title, Deavors gave a statement naming all the heirs of James Grissom known to him. An edited 
version of that document appears below. The full document may be found in Appendix I

STATEMENT OF HEIRS OF LAW OF JAMES GRISSOM : 


I, D. C. or Deavors Charles Grissom, of Taylorsville, Mississippi do hereby certify that, according to our 
family history and the general reputation of the people of the community wherein I have resided all of my life 
thus far, I am a blood son of J, B, or James Benjamin Grissom, deceased, who was in turn a blood son of 
James Grissom, also deceased, I therefore certify that by the same token, I as a blood grandson of James 
Grissom who bore the same given name of that of my own father. The following statement of the heirs-st-law 
of my said grandfather, the said James Grissom, is given from my own personal knowledge in some instances, 
is based upon family bible records in some instances; is based upon court records in instances, and is based 
upon knowledge that has come to me from other heirs of the said James Grissom In other instances. I do not 
know the date of the birth of James Grissom [1818 ed] or the date of his death, but do Know that he departed 
this life while living in Jones county Mississippi either during the year of 1890 or prior there to, The said 
James Grissom was married to Sally Hinton but I do not know the date of this marriage. Ifthe said James 
Grissom left a last will and testament I have no knowledge of same, but I do know, according to court records 
of Jasper County, Mississippi, that letters of administration upon the estate of the said James Grissom were 
issued to my father J. B. Grissom, by the Chancery Court of Jasper County, Mississippi, on the 30" day of 
October, 1890, which Letters of administration were recorded in Book 8 at page 35 in the office of the 
Chancery Clerk of said county and state To the marital union between the said James Grissom and Sallie 
Hinton Grissom there was born but ten children whose names, approximate dates of birth and death and the 
names of approximate ages of their children as follows to wit:

John's age suggests that the family was still in Ga. in 1843. If that is the case, there may be 
an 1840record of some kind to be found in Ga.

This is a view of the land where Cecil Grissom and his brother and sisters grew up. It is land 
that his granddaddy George Washington “Jack” Grissom C.S.A. homesteaded. When William 
“Bill” Grissom married Ebbie Jones, his “Jack” daddy gave him title to part of his land 


Bill’s house was directly across this pond. This is a view of Cecil.Grissom’s front yard. 
When Cecil retired from the educational field in Miami Fla. He acquired most of the parcel 
from his siblings. He built his house, here in what used to be a cotton field. His father’s house 
had stood empty for a number of years. It was suffering from neglect. 


Cecil got estimates for the cost of restoring the old place. He would have done except the 
house stood very close to the road. It needed to be moved further back. He decided to build 
a new house. He chose the high spot in that old cotton field. He had a pond built in front of 
the new house. This is the view he sees every day. 


The County Road is on the far side of the pond. 

Neighbors and relatives enjoy fishing in the pond. It is stocked mostly with wide mouth bass, 
brim and other game fish. It has supplied the fish for a good many local fish fries.. 

This plot of land used to be a cotton field. The curved plowed rows are still visible under the 
grass carpet that now covers these old fields. Cecil remembers working in this old cotton 
field when he was young. He enjoys it more now than he did then 


Cecil rescued as many flowers and shrubs from the old homesite as he could. Many of his 
mother’s prize plants disappeared during the years when the house stood vacant. He does 
have a few crepe myrtle bushes. He also has some flower bulbs. These were replanted on the 
new site. All in all the new place hold memories of the old for him

en I think of my Grandfather, the first thing that comes to mind is his sense of humor. He 
always seemed to be in a good mood and full of life.

I don’’t remember him ever selling or 
buying anything. We would walk the cat walks above the cattle and look down at the 
rimals.

He always loved to have all his family around him on 
weekends. It was like a family reunion. I wish that he could have lived until I was a little 
older. I know that he would have taught me a lots more. His last Christmas he came to our 
house on Christmas Eve. He was old and tired but still loved to be with us. He was a great 
person to have for a Grandfather. The world was changing fast and smaller farmers would 
soon be gone.

Myrtle Grissom attended school at both Providence and Stringer. After graduation Myrtle went to Jackson, Ms. She 
attended Business College. She stayed with her Aunt Ida [Jones O'Brien] aunt Ida was the sister of Ebie Jones, Myrtle's 
mother. Aunt Ida lived at the American Hotel. Uncle Pat O'Brien ran this hotel. Uncle Pat was Aunt Ida's husband. This 
hotel was located at the western end of Capito! Street. While in Jackson, Myrtle worked at a grocery store. Later a lawyer 


employed her. In later years, she held several positions. She managed the Stringer School cafeteria. 


Frances Ishee wrote of her mother: 

“My mother always liked to dress me in pretty clothes. In early childhood and school years, she would have someone to fit and 
sew my clothes. I remember one day as I was playing in our front yard, Grandpa Grissom. He had some material for me to have a 
new dress. It was a green background with tiny red apples. Momma had a quilting frame in our fireplace room. Several neighbors 
would come in. they would all work on quilts. Momma would sew beautifully. She could sew well by hand. she could sew on the 
pedal driven Singer Sewing Machine. She could make hand-made buttonholes, applique, embroidery and crocheting. She taught 
me how to embroider and crochet. She taught some other people as well. She continued to crochet for many years. She enjoyed 
making bedspreads. These were made with multicolored yarns. She made squares that were sewn together. 

Momma enjoyed being with her family at every opportunity. We would have great times at our Christmas Celebrations. We 
would gather at Grandma and Grandpa Grissom’s house. All my aunts, uncles and cousins would gather there. Momma her 
sisters and sisters-in-law would cook at home. They would bring all the special foods for our large delicious Christmas feast. 
Momma showed me how to make play houses outside. She showed me how to play other games. She would read to me. She 
always had time for me. Momma would peel sugar cane from stalks of cane. The cane grew on our farm. She would cut it into 
small pieces. These were like small pieces of candy. We would enjoy these tidbits on the weekends. We would churn milk in the 
churn. This would produce fresh butter and buttermilk. We would shell dry corn at the bam. We got that ready for the gristmill in 
Stringer. Now we would have fresh com meal. i l 

Momma enjoyed working in our vegetable garden. She loved to grow flowers and shrubs in the yard. Our garden was in our 
backyard by the barn and pasture. She made all kinds of jam, jellies and preserves. We grew most of our vegetables and fruits. 
She enjoyed growing large pink Gulf-State tomatoes. They grew on a terrace in the field. She taught me some things about 
growing potted plants. She belonged to the Home Demonstration Club. In the lat afternoon, we would take walks. 

My Momma taught me to love and respect older people. She loved people of all ages, she would baby sit younger children. On 
Sunday afternoon, we would visit our neighbors. Momma was always helping neighbors with any of their needs. Some weekends 
we would have family and friends come to visit us. They would enjoy a meal with us .Momma was a good cook. She would cook 
biscuits and cornbread everyday. Sunday dinner was always special. We would have cakes and pies that she would “ make from 
scratch”. She taught me how to cook a good many things. Momma did our laundry by hand. She put them in a large tub. She 
used a scrub board to scrub them by hand. They were then boiled in the wash pot and hung on the line to dry in the sun. She 
ironed our clothes with heavy irons. These irons heated by the fireplace. 

Momma liked to go to Bay Springs to shop. Sometimes she would go to laurel. She would buy pretty material for both of us. As I 
became older she would buy our clothes from the department stores. She liked to wear beads. She liked costume jewelry that 
matched her dress or suit. She used to wear hats and white gloves to church. Pink and lavender were her favorite colors. She also 
liked red. Momma enjoyed working in the department store in Laurel. She always seemed to work in harmony with her co- 
workers. Later she enjoyed working in the school cafeteria in Stringer. Momma bought me a second hand piano from Roseberry 
Piano Co. in Laurel for my 14" birthday. I took piano lesson for a while. Momma loved to listen to me practice. She had me play 
little songs for visitors. She liked the church songs best of all. 

Momma was always active in church work. She went many years to the Methodist Church in Stringer. Many Sundays we would 
walk from our home to church and back. Momma attended Sunday school, taught Sunday school and was active in UMW as 
well as other church activities. We would have the preacher for dinner on many occasions. Momma belonged to the Eastern Star 


for many yéars.

Concerning the name of *Isham or Isom” 
Prior pages of these notes reference “Isham/Isom Grissom/Gresham” He appears to have been a 


son or close relative of a David Grissom/Gresham, if by no other documentary support than their 
being in Georgia counties of Baldwin/Jasper/Troup during tax assessment and census years 
ranging from 1810 or earlier. 
Isham Malone is also documented in the Lauderdale Co. Ms. area where Isham Grissom came to 
settle around 1838 or earlier. 
The given name of “Isham” can be noted with several other surnames of the same period in both 
Jasper Co. Ga., and Lauderdale Co., Ms. Whether these men were somehow related aby an earlier 
ancestor bearing the surname of “Isham” remains unproven. It is a subject for later searching 
. However, some little information of possible genealogical interest is as follows: 
THE NEW DICTIONARY OF AMERICAN FAMILY NAMES states the following; 
Isom...[English] a variant of Isham, q. v. 
Isham...[English] one who came from Isham in Northamptonshire [village on the Ise River] 


A DICTIONARY OF BRITISH SURNAMES [see Jones County Ms. Library] states: 
Isham/Isom/Issom henry de Isham 1206 Cur [nth] John Isom 1713 Fr Leic. From Isham 
[Northants] 


Isom Grisham’s name appears in print briefly in a Wilkes Co. Ga. document that is 
undated...possibly earlier than the 1810 Baldwin Co. reference to taxes assess him and David 
Gresham, i.e.: “Page 292, THE WILKES CO. PAPERS 1773-1833 [Isom Grisham signed a 
petition to the Governor [of Georgia] along with several dozen other persons, “that fines be 
refunded to Robert Gill, Howell Brewer, and Wm. Weldon, due to proof by Abram Mills and 
Elijah Clark that prosecutor’s witness was unreliable” [he exact nature of the fines is not spelled 
out in the book.] 

Ongoing research by Phyllis and Cecil Grissom of P.O. Box 147 Stringer, Ms. points to 
Isham/Isom Grissom/Gresham having been the son of David Gresham, the South Carolina citizen 
who fought in the American Revolution. This research, augmented by earlier work of Katherine 
Grissom Gregg and brothers and by Carol Grisham Byrom of Ft. Worth TX suggests the Greshams 
cane into South Carolina from Virginia and settled around the Chester/Fairfield Counties along 
the Broad River prior to the Revolution. Some of the family possibly relative Moses and Major 
remained in South Carolina but most seems to have begun moving westward into Georgia around

Exactly where in Lauderdale Co. did the Grissoms’ own land? The early indexed records ca 1838 to about 1854 do not seem to 
document the section/township/range. It is believed that the family was in the North Central area initially, somewhere around the 
early P.O. of Bailey, Ms. [as of 1999 there is a short road named Grissom Rd. about two or three miles north/northwest of Bailey. 
Also some early Grissoms are buried in cemeteries in this area 


Earlier information documents “Isham Grissom” age 86, living next door to a D. Grissom, age 43 as of the 1860 Census. Some 
land transactions do appear for a “David Grissom” these being for years later than the time James Grissom and Josh H. Hinton had 
moved away to Jones Co., Ms. e.g.:

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THE EDD STRINGER OLD HOME PLACE 
[as told by Royce Stringer, son of Edd Stringer 


“At the tender age of about two, Edd Stringer suffered the untimely loss of his mother Mandy Grissom. 
Neighbors and older siblings helped care for him until his father, Wade A Stringer, remarried. He remarried 
several years later. It was perhaps these early years that shaped Edd’s temperament to that of a conservative, 
mild mannered self sufficient person | 


Wade Stringer, a confederate veteran, farmed along Etahoma Creek in Jasper Co. Ms. He also took on drayage 
work. He had a fine team of animals and wagons. He also operated a small sawmill at Stringer Ms. 

Edd and the other children [numbering eight in all of Wade and Mandy] were provided with all the essentials. 
They enjoyed growing up in the lifestyle typical of their rural setting. The boys hunted and fished in their spare 
time Edd learned to swim in the old millpond known locally as the ‘roaring creek wash hole’ 


As Edd grew up, he attended hoedowns or ‘fiddlins’. These Saturday night socials were usually held at some 
farm home. Beds would be taken down in the fireplace room to accommodate square dancing taffy pulls, 
games etc. Edd Stringer learned the harmonica well. He played occasionally with a fiddler, guitar Player 
or whomever happened to be available, In later years, he would take the old harmonica from the mantle over 
the fireplace and play a few tunes for his children. He played such tunes as Cotton-eyed Joe, Old Dan 
Tucker, Sally Goodin, Turkey in the Straw, Boil Them Cabbage Down, The Fox Chase and others. Edd’s 
sister Sallie Stringer Welborn danced at the hoedowns regularly. Late in her life, upon mention of the subject, 
she would sometimes rise to her feet and with a shy little smile, dance a step or two before sitting down again. 
In early manhood, Edd left his father and stepmother’s home in Stringer. He hired himself out for several 
years as a farm laborer to his sister Sallie and her young husband, Wiley Welborn, They lived down the 
Stringer/Soso road. This road, State Rd 533 runs close to the Jones County Line. This was how Edd came to 
meet his future bride, Mary Leathea Mauldin. Her maternal grandmother was Charity Welborn Mauldin and 
the Welborn and the Mauldin families were very close. 


After marriage, Edd and Leathea purchased an old Welborn farm. It was located on Hwy 15. This highway 
connects Laurel, Stringer and Bay Springs, Ms. From 1914 onward, this became the home place for the Edd 
Stringer family. When I retired, I came back to this house. I live here today. D 


Eddi was blessed with great physical strength. In his younger years, this strength helped the family to prosper 
on limited resources. Conservative in nature, his small farming operation was diversified. This helped guard 
against bad weather and other odds. He grew some cotton, corn, sweet potatoes, sugarcane, timber and 
occasionally oats and soybeans. He had cattle and hogs. He was known in the area for the quality of his honey. 
Until the 1930s, many southern farmers fenced the fields and a small pasture for the mild cow, but other cattle 
and hogs roamed the open range without regard to property lines. There was no automobile traffic to worry 
about. Edd and the boys would scout the countryside at intervals, counting the herd and checking for ailing 


animals. 


Edd?s conservative practices served the family well, both when the boll weevil struck cotton farmers hard and 
again later during the great depression when some farmers could not pay their taxes, 

Neighbors knew one another extremely well during Edd Stringer’s farming years. They swapped out work 
regularly. Helping each other with hog slaughtering, plowing, harvesting, etc. This was especially true when 
illness struck. 

Edd Stringer was sincere and easy going. He loved his family and his neighbors. He commanded respect from 
all his family. There was no problem with rebellious teens. In the late 1920s, he and the older boys put the 
team of mules to work, constructing a large fish pond. They utilized a plow and a large scoop. These were 
their only tools. This pond soon became the Sunday afternoon swimming pool for the young people all over 


the neighborhood. Many learned to swim here. 


Mary Leatha Mauldin, one of three sisters, grew up near the Moss Community. Moss is located in extreme 
south Jasper County. She learned to play the guitar a little. Her older sister, Ida played the organ, Their father 
Younger Mauldin loved his daughters. He was fond of taking them riding on Sundays. He drove a two seated 
pleasure carriage known as a horse drawn surrey. 


Leatha was blessed with boundless energy. She was always busy at a project. The work was never done, not 
with a large family of children. In addition to the necessary cooking, laundry and cleaning, she enjoyed 
sewing, gardening and tending a small flock of chickens. The eggs were staples at every breakfast. They were 
also a vital ingredient for a Sunday cake, custard or chicken and dumplings. As true of most “Moms” her 


cooking was superb. 


Leatha liked to read the news. There was always a subscription to the Laurel Leader Call 

Although the only home delivery in her day was the United States Mail. They delivered the paper a day late. 
She was fond of all varieties of flowers. After passing, the children made a list of the plants and shrubs around 
the home. They found more than 50 varieties. After all her children left home, she would call upon several 
of her grandchildren to accompany her on a long walk back of the farm to the Little Cypress Creek. She 
thoroughly enjoyed catching the small perch from the ‘Big Turn Hole’. She never Jet a summer pass without 


at least a fishing trip and the little fish fry afterwards. 


During the years when the family was being reared, quilts were an essential. They kept the family warm on 
winter nights. There was only the wood burning fireplace for heat in the old farmhouse. Scraps of cloth were 
collécted throughout the year. They were used to make squares for the quilts. At a designated season of the 
year! the long lumber frames were retrieved from under the porch. They were assembled in one of the 
bedrooms . for the purpose of ‘putting on a new quilt’. Ladies from the neighborhood would be invited to come 
on alcertain day. They would all assist in the sewing of the new quilt. Leatha would go to the neighbors to sew 
when they had quilts to finish. After all the children were grown and had left home, Leatha joined the quilting 
clublat the community center near Pleasant Home Baptist Church. She helped make many a quilt for the 
daughters and granddaughters of the members. 


The nine children of Edd Stringer all had important chores around the farm. There was time, however for long 
visits with other kinfolk. The lack of an automobile just encouraged sleepovers. They called for the sharing 
of chores with the hosts; be it canning, sewing, chopping wood, mending fences, or the pleasant task of front 
porch gossip when all the work was done. 


In October of 1924, Edd Stringer and family were visiting the home of Grandpa Wade A.Stringer. It was the 
time of his passing. The old home was on the hill just west of the [current 2001] Stringer High School football 
field. Nobie Mae [Stringer] Moss was very young but vividly remembered relatives placing nickels on the 
eyelids of Grandpa just after he died. Grandpa and Allice ae buried in the nearby Liberty Meth. Church Cem 
in. Stringer 

Edd’s 1“ farm was the old Denim Welborn place. The house was situated on a high hill half a mile west of 
the gravel highway Ms.15.There was a little dirt road leading off the main gravel highway 15. This dirt trail 
wound past Edd’s house, then south by Uncle Rufus Stringer, then westward across Cypress Creek by the Jack 
Sims farm and on toward Soso. Older Stringer children describe communications before the arrival of the 
telephone or e-mail. If there was news to be relayed to a neighbor, the man of the house would step outdoors 
in the crisp morning air and yell at the top of his lungs *Whoooooeeee!” The voice would carry across the 
hollow, over the hills, half a mile or more. Soon there would be an answer back, *Whoooooeeee!”” This 
hollering was in some sort of prearranged code, seemingly. It was between the Ishee brothers, Luther, Judson, 
and William, Ira Moss, Jack Sims and others. Quoting from the book NIGHTS UNDER A TIN ROOF by 
James A Autry “It’s how new babies were announced, hog killings were set, hunting trips were arranged or 
news told of broken arms, snake bites, lost cows, etc.” You name it, the news traveled far, wide and fast on 
those early morning shouts. 


About 1928 Edd purchased the adjoining farm. It fronted on Hwy. 15. He moved into the old house. It was 
on the Mossville School bus route. Now the children would no longer have to walk the half mile on the old 
dirt road that led up to their first house. In good weather or bad, the bus was near at hand. Now that first old 
bus was something. It was no more than a big old box mounted on a truck. It had bench seats. It served well 
all through what was called Mr. Hoover’s depression hereabouts 


This idyllic setting was soon disrupted by world events far far away. Men were ordered to register for the draft. ` 
One by one, brothers, cousins, schoolmates, were called into service . Anxious parents worried. They feared 
their loved ones were lost forever. Our mother, mary Leatha Mauldin Stringer, tuned to the radio network 
news every evening. Young as I was, I recall the serious voices of Gabriel Heater, H. V. Kaltenborn, Lowell 
Thomas, Walter Winchell telling of bombing and other big war battles 


Four sons and two sons-in-law all served in that war. They all returned home. Marvin Stringer, a son, was 
seriously wounded. He got his wounds in North Africa, Many a carefree young draftee came home changed, 
mature silent young men. Some were never the same. Dave Grissom, a cousin, a son of Bill Grissom, finally 
put his experiences in a book. It can be found at the veteran’s museum in Laurel, Mississippi. Some arrived 
back home with beautiful young war brides from another state or distant port. Some wore purple hearts. Too 
many rest in Flanders field, on the rocky slopes of Italy or on some oppressive south sea island forever lost to 
family 


Those who returned from the war found places like Stringer, Ms.. strangely small. It was too quiet. The old 
days and the old ways were gone forever. A new era had begun. New ideal took over. Family life took second 
place to the quest for material goods. Little towns like Stringer withered on the vine. All that is left nowadays 
is the post office, the school and the churches 


THE RITUAL OF THE FIRST HARVEST 


The first bale of cotton each Autumn is vividly remembered by all. Being the primary cash crop, that first bale 
orded the family to purchase items from a summer-long wish list. There was no truck available in those 
ly years so side boards were attached to the farm wagon to extend its height. This gave it the capacity for 

a full bale of the fluffy seed cotton. Long before sunrise, Jim and Nell would be hitched to the wagon for the 

slow four-mile pull to the cotton gin in the town of Stringer. I recall first being permitted to ride atop the tall 

load. The load would seem to sway from side to side, as the wheels moved along the dirt roadway. I remember 


streaming, “It’s going to topple over and wreck!” 


n preferred to take one of the family with him. He needed someone in the event there was trouble with the 
rig. As the riders neared town, each would peer around the curve, craning necks to check the line of wagons. 
espite their nighttime start, several wagons were always lined up ahead of us. It seemed as though they had 
aited all night. As one bale was off-loaded, the wagons would move up a notch. Father and son took turns 
ith the team. They did not want to lose their place in the line. Sometimes mechanical problems developed 
and the tempers of a few old farmers would get out of hand. Aided, perhaps, by too many sips of “snake 
medicine” purchased in a spot or two around town. 


Several family members might accompany this first harvest. Everyone would want to help with the shopping. 
There were several general stores in the village. The first items on the shopping list were fresh kitchen staples. 
There were other important items; bolts of cloth and thread, school supplies, perhaps new shoes, hats, 
ammunition for the squirrel gun, a new purse, hopefully a pocket knife, and best of all a treat for the 
youngsters, fresh fruit and peppermint candy 


When the ginning moved too slowly, the time was used to idle around the train depot, post office, grist mill, 
drug store and other local spots. Everyone was eager to catch up on all the local news. No one would dare call 
such chitchat gossip. There were relatives living in or near the town site. Grandpa Wade Stringer and his 
second wife, Alice Brown had moved to town just before 1900. His first wife had been Malvina Grissom. W. 
Marsh Stringer and his wife Frances Becky Grissom also lived near by. They formally had lived in Smith 
County next door to Becky’s Uncle William Grissom. these folks and other kin were sure to be visited and 
checked on when Edd Stringer came to town. 


Tihese long wagon rides afforded father and son, the opportunity to talk. Edd explained on one such trip why 
Stringer was the name of the town. “Uncle John B. Stringer operated the one old country store or commissary. 
This plank building had “P. K.” painted on its side. P .K. was the drop post office long before there was rural 

jee delivery The Government dictated a change from just letters toa word so it became “Stringer, Ms.”. There 
is folklore of a Mr. P. K. Stringer running the store but census and other records do not reveal such a name. 
John Stringer’s second wife, Bettie Keyes as well as a son, Sloan Stringer appear in records as Postmasters 
before 1900. Also Viola Moss Stringer, wife of Dr. J. w. Stringer, served as Postmistress for a short time. 
Another relation, Frances “Aunt Minnie” Grissom Conner also served as Postmistress in the early years of 


i 1900s 
Dr. Stringer is quoted in the 1935 WPA History of Jasper County as remembering the community was called 
“A Ibritton” before it was P. K. Perhaps for the Mr. Albritton once associated with the Wade Watermill that 
operated many years just to the west of Etahoma Swamp It is my opinion there was an earlier owner of the 
sje whose initials were P. K. 

Money usually was scarce around the Edd Stringer household. The kitchen and smokehouse were seldom 
fithout the essentials for a wholesome and generous meal. We thought ourselves deprived at times. Upon 
reflection,, all the nine children acknowledge our good upbringing, thanks to the unselfish love of William 

Edward and Mary Leatha Mauldin Stringer.”

HISTORY OF JASPER COUNTY 


“ Garlandsville is perhaps the oldest town in the south as it was the capitol of the Choctaw Nation until 
1824 when General LeFlore was elected chief, when it was moved to French camp. 

It is the only county in the state that has two old highways crossing in it. The oldest highway in the state 
‘Old Jackson Military Highway [US 11] and the ‘Three Chopped Way’ crosses three miles north of Bay 
Springs on the old Holder Place. The old Jackson road, the records say from New Orleans to Nashville but 
at first from New Orleans to Garlandsville. [after the whites came]. The Three Chopped Way from Savanna 
Ga. to Natchez was one of the 19 mail routes and was the 1“ road through Alabama. Creek Indians 
wouldn’t allow a tree cut in their territory ‘til old Sam Dale conferred with them. Most of the settlers from 
the east came over this road. 

“{page10] ... The other old highway The Three chopped Way which the whites [missionaries ] traveled to 
Natchez...the 1* settlers who came...brought their household goods on horse back and some rolled it in 
barrels. 

o "ln the early days after the county was formed [Jasper] my father came from South carolina and settled 


near Rocky Mount [6 miles southwest of Paulding]. He soon decided he wanted to move on the Three 
Chopped Way where he could see more people. I remember the old hand carved mile boards marked from 
Raleigh to Enterprise. We could see all kinds of traveling wagons, horseback, walking whites and Indians. 
I still live on this highway near Antioch Church’ ...J. O. Bishop “

EARLY DAYS IN THE PINEY WOODS 


Mississippi in the early days was 90% primeval forest. Here and there the Indians had a few clearings 
where they practiced subsistence farming. The trees were well spaced, large and their canopies shaded 
out the underbrush. “Early settlers in the state have remarked that it was possible to ride a horse full 
gallop through the woods” [A HISTORY OF MISSISSIPPI Vol I Ed R. A. McLemore]. And so it 
would have been when this Grissom family first settled there. 

Roads were primitive. They usually followed Indian trails or animal traces. There were but two “roads” 
that traversed the state; the Natchez Trace and the Jackson Military Road. The Trace extended from 
Natchez to Nashville Tennessee It was little more than a well traveled Indian trail. It exists today as a 
beautiful two Jane National Parkway. The Military Road ran from New Orleans La. To Muscle Shoals 
Alabama. It became part of US Hwy 11 and eventually Interstate 59. | 

Many of the earliest inhabitants of the area were bushwhackers, In fact Kemper County was actually 
named for one. He was Reuben Kemper. Around 1811 Kemper led a group of men on an attack of 
Spanish Mobile. These fellows were full of liquid spirits and bungled their attempt. Most of them were 
killed in the escapade. Kemper was honored for his daring. [see reference above] 

Not much had changed when some 20 or more years later the Grissom family made the trek from 
Georgia to the newly formed counties made up of former Indian lands. There were a few more roads but 
they were still pretty rough. Stage coach lines did not relish them. The stage coach business did not 
flourish. It was next to nonexistent. 

(There may have been beautiful mansions in the state, but in the eastern Mississippi woodlands, that was 
not the case. Rural homesteads of yeomen farmers would have been made of logs. Isham Grissom 
appears to be of this class. His home in Mississippi in all likelihood was of this type. Indeed his 
grandson, G. W. Grissom continued to build his home of logs well after the War of Rebellion. George 
Washington Grissom was still living in a log cabin in Jasper County Ms in 1920, the year that he died. 

If you were one of the early settlers, you would look for a spring or a creek . You would want a fresh 
water supply on the land that you claimed. Springs were best. Their waters were icy cold. Nice to quench 
a thirst on a hot summer day.

“Toilet facilities were out of doors. Fireplaces provided the heat and cooking was done on 
a wood stove. Oak was used for heating the house and pine was fuel for the stove, Pine 
produced the quicker fire, but oak was more enduring. In both cases ‘fat lightered’ was the 
heart of old pine stumps or logs, very high in resinous material, and quick to ignite. 

Light was provided by kerosene lamps. Power failures consisted of running out of kerosene 
or using up the wicks. 


By today’ standards we would be considered extremely poor, but I didn’t now that we were 
that poor - we were about average for the landowners in the community 

The memories of many of the details of my early life have faded - yet some of my early 
activities are indelibly etched in my mind. Actually, except for the emphasis my parents placed 
on my education, the home life for my brothers and sisters and me was typical of farm life in 
the twenties and thirties. — | | | 


As early as I can remember it was my job to light the fires in the-morning. A person of the 
present generation cannot conceive of the speed with which you could light a fire on a cold 
morning and get back under the quilts. 

Milking was a chore that I inherited at an early age [one of the most pleasant thoughts I have 
nowadays when the weather is bad is knowing I don’t have to get up early and milk a cow. 
Anold cow’s swishing tail, loaded with cockleburs, and slightly iced up ona cold morning can 


leave an imprint on one’ mind to say nothing of the side of your face when it comes around.] 
To my great Joy, my sister, Katherine assumed many of the milking chores at an early age. 


.. My great grandfather had settled here about 1850. As the area E the community 
became known as Grissom’s Crossing. [Courthouse records show it as ‘The Town of 
Grissom’] I have no record or knowledge of the events’ accounting for the adoption of the 
name ‘Summerland.’ Apparently this took place just before or near the turn of the century and 
may have been associated with the development of a sawmill town. My earliest memories of 
Summerland were of a community whose economic life revolved around the sawmill activity 
but also a community dependent on many small farmers. In the 1920s Summerland was a town 
with six or seven stores [including one drug store], a large sawmill, a railroad depot, a twelve 
year school, a post office, and a church. The town peaked economically when the sawmill 
activity was at its height. As that activity waned, so did the economic life of the community. 
Although the death of the community could probably have been forecast at the time the 
sawmills had cut over, it was the plight of the farmer after 1929 that dealt the final blow to 
the town. By 1930 any diagnostician would have suggested that Summerland was afflicted 
with a terminal illness. Just as surely as the town was dying, so was agriculture as I had known 
it |... but that i is another story.”

Katherine Gregg also has fond memories of this home. She recalls milking those cows that 
Perrin talks about: She also recalls taking care of the yard. Katherine has always enjoyed 
working in a yard. She has a beautiful flower garden at her present home nearby this family 
site. Katherine always preferred working in the yard to doing household chores. One reward 
for this outdoor effort is her constant supply of cut flowers. This bounty is usually found 
decorating the sanctuary of the Summerland Baptist Church. Katherine has charge of the 
flowers one Sunday each month. 


The family home is still a gathering place for the members of this family. For many years, it 
has been the custom for those nearby to gather at lunch time. They would share a meal 
together. Wendell Grissom, a younger brother was the chief cook. Katherine had the task of 
baking the corn bread. This staple was prepared and served at every meal that these “kids” 
shared. Wendell prepared every bit of the rest of the meal, including the dessert. One of the 
favorite desserts was the cake that he would bake. | 


The veggies are always fresh. They come directly from the en during the go season.

the Grissom family. She wrote the following article 
THESE ARE OUR BEGINNINGS 
By Christine G. brown 


A man names Grissom came from Ireland in the late 1700s [It is the belief of many Grissoms that their family came from 
Ireland. It is more likely that they came from England. It is more likely that they are a branch of the Gresham 
family... Ed] and settled in South Carolina. He married there and had eight sons. One son left and settled in Georgia. 
There he married and to him were born sons and daughters. One son, born December 7 1819 was names William 
Grissom. He left Georgia and in Alabama he met and married a gir! named Nancy E. Tubbs, They left Alabama and 
homesteaded a farm in Mississippi at a small place called Summerland. There they stayed the rest of their lives. He died 
in 1886. 


Joseph Craton was born October 29, 1864, and was the third son of Nancy and William Grissom. He married Malinda 
Jefcoats who was born March 4, 1865. To them were born twelve children. Eleven children lived to adulthood, married 
and had children. 


The family lived near the small community of Summerland. Grandpa provided for his growing family by farming the 
land. There were six sons and five daughters to help with the farm chores. These were busy years filled with the 
experiences of a growing family. Uncle John, Aunt Nancy and Aunt Nora married and remained in the same area. 


About this time the farmers were experiencing some difficult years. Some families had left this area and moved to the delta 
country of Louisiana. There were glowing reports of the farming success in the rich delta land. 

In 1915 Grandpa made the decision to move his family to Louisiana near the small town of Clayton. His married children and their 
families made this move also. Uncle Ben was the only member of the family that didn't move to Louisiana. He had already 
left home to start his teaching career. 

There were many discomforts in this new land. The mosquito caused outbreaks of malaria; and there was always the threat of 
floods. World War 1 was declared and Uncle Ocia went overseas. My Daddy Sylvester enlisted and was scheduled for 
overseas duty when the war ended in 1919. 

Aunt Nancy and Aunt Nora's family moved back to Mississippi after only a few years in the Delta country. 

longer than any other of the sisters before moving bac k t o The younger members of the family were growing into adults. One by 
one they married and made homes for themselves. In a few years Aunt Bea was the only one left at home. Uncle Ben had 
moved to East Texas; Uncle Ocia and my daddy married sisters and shortly after this, Ocia moved to Texas. It was after 
the disastrous flood of 1922 that my daddy moved his family to Baton Rouge. Denson was moving about and settled in 
Texas. Uncle Clifton established his home in Lake Charles. Aunt Florence and her husband Hiram settled in northern 
Mississippi. Aunt Myrtle and her family stayed in the Delta country Mississippi. Uncle John was the only member of the 
family that stayed his lifetime in the Louisiana Delta. His son Wallace and daughter Linnie Parker still live in this area. 


Grandma Grissom was a strong-willed person who guided her large family with firmness and love. Her home was always open to 
visitors especially to the country preacher who spent the weekends with the church members. She lived a full life in this 
Delta country but she never loved it like she did the rolling hills of Mississippi that she called home 

Grandma died in 1931 after a long illness. She was buried in Natchez Cemetery. Aunt Bea the “baby” of the family left her teaching 

position to stay with Grandma during her illness. She stayed at home with Grandpa for a short while but left to attend college in 

Cleveland, Mississippi. She married and made her home there. 

Grandpa Joe remained on the farm for two or more years and then he decided to leave the farm. He made his home with Aunt Nora. 

However, he visited among all his children. He was always a welcome part of the family. He had time to love us and recall family 

happenings in his slow drawling voice. I'm sure there’s not one of you that will forget his “blessing” before every meal. 


a ——— 
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In February 1941 while traveling to Mississippi after a visit with my family, he lost his life in a tragic automobile accident that also 
claimed the lives of my parents and twin sisters. He was buried in Natchez beside his wife. 
Only three of the eleven brothers and sisters remain with us. Sweet gentle Aunt Nancy, [note Passed away] the oldest sister will be 


ninety on her next birthday. She and Uncle jasper still live in their home together, Thank God for their long life. 


Uncle Ocia [is 93 as of Oct 19 1986] at eighty-three is still young at heart. How we delight in talking with him. After years of farming 
in Texas and Mississippi, he retired and moved to California to be near his children. He remains active in his church teaching a Men’s 


Bible class and is always ready to lend a helping hand where it is needed. 
The youngest, Aunt Bea [passed away Nov 4 1985] lives a useful busy life. She is active in her church and teaches an adult bible 


Class. She spends time traveling and she always keeps in touch with all the family. 

From Grandpa’s 11 children, we now number 38 grandchildren, 99 great grandchildren and many great great-grandchildren. They 
live|in many different states from Connecticut to California. We are an honorable hard working group with strong Christian 
convictions. We claim ministers, businessmen and many other professional people among our numbers. We can be proud of our 


Grissom heritage.

Dear Cousin: 


There Ve not much that I can tell you about the Georgia relations, most of them are dead or moved away. I could very easily read 
your letter only it was very dim and I had to go over it with a heavier lead pencil. You made the same mistake that most everyone 
does by not giving the names of the relatives of whom you spoke. 


I am very anxious to get facts of the original families-head of families-Can you give me the name of the father and mother of our 
grandfather, John Hinton the father of your Joshua Hammond Hinton? Your father wa born on the birthday of his maternal grand 
father Joshua Hammond, January 1, 1810. 


Now who did your father marry and where was he born? Grandfather John Hinton at one time lived in Monroe Co. Georgia, and 
give me all the dates you may have Also I would like to know the name of the father and mother of James Grisham. Was he the 
son of a Methodist preacher and any dates. There was a Jane Hinton who married George W. McGinty between 1118838-45. I 
heard my mother speak of the McGinty Children but I never saw them only heard her refer to them. The only one I remember of 
Richard [Dick] Hinton’s children was John and Sallie They lived at my fathers home for some time, they are now dead. I do not 


know the where abouts of their children.

PART TWO THE SEARCH FOR FOREFATHERS OF ISHAM GRISSOM 


What’s in a name? 


Quite a bit when you are searching for ancestors. In the case of the cousins, it was the 
multiple listing for Isham in the directory for Ga. Soldiers of the war of 1812 that led 
them to the name shift. They needed to find out a little more about the original name. 


There is a little village in the county of Norfolk in England. This little village has been 
there, it seems, forever. It is still there today. This little village is called Gresham. It is 


on the east coast and faces the North Sea. 
It may have been called Gresham because it was a grassy sea port [Hamburg — port 
burg or port town] or given that name for a number of other reasons. However it got its 
name, it was given into the keeping of a knight who was beholden to William de 
Warren, his liege lord. That was right after those pesky Normans’ invaded England in 
1066. Now this knight was called Ralph de Baunche. 


“ The name GRESHAM, according family historians, Thomas 

Gresham of Richmond Virginia (1923) and Alexander Taylor Strange of 
Hillsboro, 
Illinois (1913), is derived from the French (Norman) Le Gress, meaning 
the Green, combined with the English suffix "hame" or "ham". Whether 
the actual meaning of the name "Green home" or "Greathome" it was early 
given to a parish in the county of Norfolk, England, because of the 
residence there of its first bearers. 

Mr. Strange does not give us a full chronological account of the 
Greshams during the eleventh, twelfth and thirteenth centuries, but states, 
that Edward Gresham, presumably a descendant of the De Gresses, 
founded the town of Gresham, in the county of Norfolk, England”.

Long before we ever heard of Isham Gresham, we knew about David Grissom 
[Gresham], Cecil and I. Cecil’s Dad, Bill Grissom always said he was 5 
generations away from his revolutionary war ancestor, David. Bill said that this 
David was from the Carolinas. I looked for him at the McCain Library at the 
University of Southern Mississippi [USM] Cecil and I spent several summers 
there in the 1950's. We were, working on our Masters. I found a David who was 
a revolutionary war soldier. He was from the Carolinas. I do not remember 
which Carolina. We found other Greshams listed. We told Cecil’s dad We 
thought no more about it.. Bill Grissom said that there were 5 brothers. All of 
them served their country. He also said that they had a falling out and that 
many of them left. 


We took a trip one summer. I wanted to see where US Hwy. 11 went We knew 
that it had been part of Andrew Jackson’s Military Road. They were 
constructing Interstate 59. At the time. This new highway was to supersede the 
old historic road. As we traveled Northward, it was revealing to see how the 
road followed the valleys. It made for easier travel. I drew the conclusion that 
this must have been the way the early Grissoms came to Mississippi. A good 
number of them did, but not David’s family. This false conclusion stood in our 
way years later when we began to search for the father of Isham Grissom.. We 
were to discover that the family did not migrate through Tennessee. It came 
from South Carolina first to Georgia, then on to Mississippi. This migration 
took from around 1800 to around 1840 just about 40 years in the wilderness. 
When they came out of Georgia to Mississippi, they left David behind. Cecil’s 
father had said that they left the old folks behind. That they were too old to 
make the trip across Indian country. His father, George Washington Grissom 
was a young lad when then they left Georgia. He could barely remember his 
great granddaddy. David.

[1] David Gresham was born 1755 in Va. [this material was printed in Vol X #2 pp52- 
55 of GAWYSI an editor’s note at the end of the article stated “From land records, census 
records, jury notices etc., it appears that David Gresham/Grisham is probably the son of 
Phillip Gresham born ca 1730 and died ca 1785. Phillip Gresham was in Chester Co. S. 
C. by 1766 and possibly had sons, David, Jeremiah, William, Druary, John Sr., Major, 
Moses and James. All eight men served some type of duty n the Revolutionary War. David 
appears to have had sons, David born ca 1774, Isham born ca 1780, John born ca 1784, 
James born ca 1754, Jeremiah and at least four daughters.”The birth date given to this 
Isham matched the one for our Isham. We could find no other Isham Grissom/Gresham in 
this time frame. We found no other David who was purported to have a son named Isham..

From thence we marched into North Carolina to a place 
called the Cowpens. General Morgan against the Tories then ordered us out from thence to 
a place called Motley’s Settlement in South Carolina under Captain Gray (his given name 
not recollected) from thence we marched down to the High Mills of Santee in pursuit of the 


Tories - all agreeable to the orders of General Morgan as before. 


| From thence we marched back into North Carolina and joined General Morgan's 
army at which time we were Discharged by General Morgan which discharge J have lost, 
and then we returned home. There was a call to go up against the Tories when I 
volunteered under Captain Lasey, Major Baker, Colonel Hopkins and General Lasey and 
For about a year head of several scouts after the Tories, sometimes in South Carolina and 
North Carolina, until Sometime before the battle fought at Eutega Spring. We joined 
General Green's army at Winsborough South Carolina. 


At that place and time, there was a call for every eleventh Militiaman. When myself 
being one of the men called out to go against the Tories. When I was marched under 
Captain Samuel Lasey on scouts down Broad River, when we took a number of Tories and 
brought them into camp and returned them over to General Green and who was kept on as 
scouts, until the battle we fought at Cutan Spring.

There we were discharged by General Greens which 
discharge I have lost. The full time I served in the United States was four years or 
upwards. I never bore any commission in the service of the United States but served all the

I Never quite understood head rights they are mentioned throughout these early documents 


In order to encourage immigration into the colony, the Virginia Company, meeting in a Quarter Court held on 18 
November 1618, passed a body of laws called Orders and Constitutions which came to be considered "the Great 
Charter of privileges, orders and laws” of the colony. Among these laws was a provision that any person who 
settled in Virginia or paid for the transportation expenses of another person who settled in Virginia should be 
entitled to receive fifty acres of land for each immigrant. The right to receive fifty acres per person, or per head, 
was called a headright. The practice was continued under the royal government of Virginia after the dissolution 
of the Virginia Company, and the Privy Council ordered on 22 July 1634 that patents for head rights be issued. 


Although seldom used during the eighteenth century, the procedure remained in effect until the passage of an act in the 
session begun in May 1779 which, in adjusting and settling titles to lands, gave a period of twelve months from 
the end of the legislative session for such rights to be claimed or be considered forfeited. 


A person who was entitled to a head right usually obtained a certificate of entitlement from a county court and then took 
the certificate to the office of the secretary of the colony, who issued the headright, or right to patent fifty acre of 
jand. ‘The holder of the headright then had the county surveyor make a survey of the land and then took the 
survey and the headright back to the capital to obiain a patent for the tract of land. When the patent was issued, 
the names of the immigrants, or headrights, were often included in the text of the document. l 


As valuable properties, head rights could be bought and sold. The person who obtained a patent to a tract of land under 
a head right might not have been the person who immigrated or who paid for the immigration of another person. 
Headrights were not always claimed immediately after immigration, either; there are instances in which several 
years elapsed between a person's entry into Virginia and the acquisition of a head right and sometimes even 
longer between then and the patenting of a tract of land. i 


The headright system was subject to a wide variety of abuses from outright fraud to multiple claims by a merchant and 
a ship's captain to a headright for the same immigrant passenger. Some prominent merchants and colonial 
officials received headrights for themselvës each time they returned to Virginia from abroad. As a result of the 
abuses and of the transferable nature of the headrights, the system, which may have been intended initially to 
promote settlement and ownership of small plots of land by numerous immigrants, resulted in the accumulation 
of large tracts of land by a small number of merchants, shippers, and early land speculators. Si 


The presence of a name as a headright in a land patent, then, establishes that a person of a certain name had entered 
Virginia prior to the date of the patent; but it does not prove when the person immigrated or who was initially 
entitled to the headright.

One of the numerous empty King arid Queen houses is Briar Hill, This is the earliest known residence of the family of Edward Gresham the 
immigrant. It is so surrounded by bushes, briars, trees and vines that it is inaccessible by car and accessible by foot only to a hardy walker. 
Once reached, however, it appears to be in reasonably good condition. It consists of a two-story front unit long enough to contain the 
conventional central hall with room on each side, and a one — story ell in the rear. The very large chimney and steep roof of the ell make I 
appear of earlier date than the man houe, although this has a large chimney at one end and has probably been remodeled oat some time. 
Briar Hill was the home of three Samuel Greshams, father, son and grandson. The grandson was Samuel S. Gresham, a prosperous 
heran who owned a store at the Great Crossroads when Newton was still an important center. — 


John Newton Gresham, a brother of Samuel S. Gresham and born at Briar Hill in 1820 was the ancestor of many whose names are 
inextricably bound up with the history of King and queen. He was, in the words of his son-in-law H. R. Pollard [popularly known as 
“Speaker” a man of “excellent mind, limited education, kindly disposition, pleasing manner, and unusually attractive person.” 
[emphases mine. I have never seen a more attractive passel of men than you Gresham/ Grissoms. I think that is one of your traits... to be 
handsome] After serving briefly as deputy in the county clerk’s office, he became an employee in the store of John Bagby, a leading 
merchant of Stevensville, and married his daughter, Hannah When John R. Bagby took over his father’s business the firm became Bagby 
and Gresham. John N. Gresham later served his county as clerk of the court and its representative in the House of Delegates. He and his 
wife were the parents of Jessie Gresham who married H. R. Pollard, son of Col. John R. Pollard and Juliet [Jeffries] Pollard, many of 
whose descendants are loyal members of the King and Queen Historical Society. One of these, the late Albert Pollard, generously 
remembered the Society in his will. 


Briar hill is situated near Upper King and Queen Church in the section of the county where Greshams seem to have been established since 
early days. In 1741 Thomas Gresham was one of five [patentees of fifteen hundred and twenty-five acres “in the fork of the Mattapony”;a 
Samuel Gresham was one of five Greshams furnishing beef and brandy for the Continental Army in 1780 and 1781; seven Gresham are 
listed as landowners in 1782 one of them, Samuel Gresham, with four hundred acres, a William Gresham was lieutenant of infantry in 
the militia in 1797, and a Samuel Gresham was witness in a 1799 lawsuit. H may be the same man who owned four hundred acres in 
1782 and furnished provision for the army about that time; and he was probably the builder of the oldest part of Briar Hill, the first of its 


three Samuels. 


Today there are no Greshams in upper King and Queen to rescue this ancient family landmark. Briar Hill now belongs to the eight heirs of 
Mr. And Mrs. Rex Baldwin, who bought it from Reuben Garnett many years ago.

He owed alliegence to his 
lord. His lord held sway over a certain territory. He in turn owed service to a gentleman who 
had several lesser lords in his domain.This chain began with the king through his overlords 
down to the knight who had a holding called a fief. The knight would not have many vassals. 
Ralph de Branche was a knight. His fief was called Braunche. His overlord was William de 
Warrenne. On Ralph's land,, there would be serfs who worked the land and served Ralph's 
household.His overlord, William de Warrenne held a position in William of Normandy's train 
that today would be recognized as a general of the army. In the Conqueror's company there © 
were few men of the rank of "general" but there were many a thousand knights such as Ralph. 


HISTORY:

EDUCATION: 
Whatever Education was afforded Ralph. It can be assumed that he did not speak English. He would 
have been fluent in French. It may have been his only language although he most likely was also tutored 
in Latin. He would have been primarily schooled in the art of war. 
MARRIAGE: 
Marriages in that time and place were usually arraigned by the parents of the two yough people involved. 
No consideration was usually given to the idea of being in love with one another. Sexual attracion could 
and did exist outside the marriage, hence such notables as William the bastard and the conqueror one 
and the same. 
In all likelyhood Richard married on the continent. An interesting note on the state of marriages at this 
time is found in the book Hereward by Victor Head Page 19 " At this time certain Norman women 
consumed by fierce lust sent message after message to their husbands urging them to return at once, and 
adding that unless they did so with all speed, they would take other husbands for themselves. ....words of 
Orderic ,,," 

[ It could not have been easy to have been left behind in Normandy and since the Normans were mostly 

an occupying power, the wives more than likely were left behind for a rather long time.]

Sir Thomas Gresham, son of Sir Richard was born in 1519 and was educated at Gonville Hall, Cambridge and Caius 
College, was apprenticed to his uncle John Gresham as a merchant; was admitted to Mercers Association in 1543 and 
represented the King at Antwerp in 1551. Sir Thomas wasdismissed by Queen Mary, a champion of the Holy 
CatholicChurch, but was quickly reinstated by her and served as a diplomat with great distinction. Thomas restored 
the debased currency of the nation, negoiated important loans and introduced many financial reforms in the government. 
He was ambassador to the Netherlands and was Knighted by QueenElizabeth. 

Sir Thomas married Anne Fernely, a widow and had one son, Richard who died in 1564 at the age of twenty.. In 
memory of his son, Sir Thomas, established the Brouse, or Royal Exchange, and Eight Alms House. Thomas, in a letter 
from Antwerp, dated 18 January, 1553, mentions his "power wife and children", but with the exception of a natural 
daughter, Anne, the name of no other child has been recorded. This daughter, whose mother is said to have been a native 
of Bruges, was well educated by Sir Thomas, and brought up in his family, and afterwards married to Sir Nathaniel 
Bacon. 

Before his death in 1579, Thomas had acquired much land and property and in recognition for his services the Queen 
(Elizabeth) bestowed on him at different times, a Priory, a Rectory, and several Manors and Advowsens. 

In his will, Thomas gave his home in London, to be used as an institution of Scientific advancement and to be known 
as GRESHAM COLLEGE. This College was burned down and rebuilt twice since its extablishment. the present 
structure builtin 1843 stands at the corner of Basinghall and Gresham Streets. 


Thomas Gresham, Richmond, Virginia (1923), in his book unites John Gresham, the emigrant to Maryland and 
Edward Gresham, the emigrant to Virginia as brother to Sir Marmaduke Gresham, Baronet 1660, seated in Limpsfield, 
country of Surrey, England. 

In 1801 the Barony became extinct, there being no direct heir in line from the sixth generation. The only living 
descendants in the male line were living in Virginia. 

Apparently no claim was ever made for the line of succession. Title to the lands and property passed to William Leveson- 
Gower, son of Catherine Maria Gresham, married to WilliamLeveson-Gower, Esq., of Titsey Park. She was the 
daughter of John Gresham, Baron, who died September 20, 1801. 

The Gresham Genealogy by Granville Leveson-Gower,grandson of William, does not mention any of the Greshams 
inAmerica. Apparently he was not interested in finding any of his American cousins who might lay claim to his Titles.

SUMMARY 
Robert received the honor of knighthood from Henry VIII from wwhom he received five grants of church lands and was employed by the 


King to negotiate for the government many loans from the bankers of Antwerp and Amsterdam. He was first a successful mercer at Holt, 
became sheriff, then was elected Lord Mayor of London. He finally became an eminent importer of fine merchandise and was in high favor 
with Henry VII during his reign. He married Audrey Lynne by whom he had three children John, Thomas, and Margaret.

Sir Thomas Gresham the 2nd son and the 3rd child of Sir RichardGresham was born in 1519. He 
died on 21 Nov 1579.

The English Government being in 
want of ammunition, Sir Thomas Gresham arranged for a 
supply from Antwerp. This required great secrecy, as its export 
was forbidden under the severest penalties, and various 
ingenious schemes were adopted to evade the law. 
Nevertheless the ammunition was exported in comparatively 
small quantities, and Sir Thomas Gresham's correspondence 
had frequent references to silks, satins, velvets, and damasks, which were supposed to be imported. 
The continual arrival of these stores at the Tower attracted attention, although the danger had been 
pointed out by Gresham to the Council at home. On the 13th of June 1560, Sir Thomas was much 
disgusted (when he was informed by the searcher who was in his confidence as conveyor of velvets) 
that an Englishman had been with the Customer and informed him of the. many velvets of all sorts 
lately arrived in London, and that, if he made a general search now, he would find a great booty; 
whereupon the Customer desired the searcher to be with him on the 15th very early in the morning. 
As this would have led to an exposé of the whole transaction, the parties conferred together, and 
the matter was wisely and judiciously dropped.

He had a private house of great magnificence in Bishopgate Street which was 
afterwards known as Gresham College. — 


Upon reference to Lyson”s Environs of London it will be seen that "between 1557 and 
1570 Heston and Osterley came into the possession of Sir Thomas Gresham and the park was enclosed 
by him. After he had enclosed the Park at Osterly, he began to rebuild the Manor but it was not 


completed until 1577. 


There is a tradition that Queen Elizabeth admired the house and park very much, with 
the single exception of a walled courtyard. When the Queen had retired for the night, Sir Thomas 
Gresham procured all the men he was able, and set them to work and demolished it. On her majesty’s 
reappearance in the morning, she was much gratified at seeing the improvement Sir Thomas had made 
at her suggestion. 


Towards the end of the seventeenth century, Osterly Park came into the possession of 
Sir Francis Child, whose descendants on the female side [the Earl of Jersey] still possess it. 


Sir Thomas Gresham founded the Royal exchange, of which the first stone was laid on 


June 7, 1566, and the building opened by Queen Elizabeth in person on January 233, 1570. The followin 
account of the ceremony is given by Stow.

“The queen Majesty, attended with her nobility, came from her house at the Strand, 
called Somerset House, and entered the city by Temple Bar, through Fleet Street, Cheap, and so by the 
orth side of the burse, through Threadneedle Street to Sir Thomas Gresham’s house in Bishopgate 
Street, where she dined. After dinner her Majesty returned through Cornhill, entered the burse on the 
south side, and after that she had viewed every part thereof above the ground, especially the pawn, which 
was richly furnished with all sorts of the finest wares in the city, she caused the same burse, by herald 
and trumpet, to be proclaimed ‘The Royal exchange’, and so to be called thenceforth, and not otherwise.” 


This building was destroyed by the Great Fire of 1666. 


Sir Thomas Gresham likewise founded Gresham College which he endowed with six 
professorships, viz, Divinity, Law, Physic, Philosophy, Astronomy, and Music, with a L50 a year ti each, 
for the purpose of giving gratuitous lectures on these sciences fo the citizens of London for ever. 


To Gresham we owe the abolition of loans, from Foreign States by his counsel 
Elizabeth was induced when a loan was necessary, “not to use strangers, but her own subjects, that it 
might be seen what a prince of power she was.” 


According to Mr Francis, “Her first applications to the citizens were not met with 
sufficient alacrity to please the imperious queen. She who could imprison a favourite for life, or send a 
rival to the block, was checked by her plebeian but wealthy subjects. The pride of Henry the Eighth had 
descended with his Crown to his daughter, and she caused it to be intimated to the unwilling merchants 
that to borrow their money was a matter of great grace and favour.” 


As much as twelve and fourteen per cent was paid for the accommodation of money in 
this reign 


I extract from Lawson’s History of Banking the following singular anecdote related of 
this princely merchant: 

The Spanish Ambassador to the English Court having extolled the great riches of the 
King, his master and of the grandees of his kingdom before Queen Elizabeth, Sir Thomas who was 
present, told him that the Queen had subjects who, at one meal expended not only as much as the daily 
revenues of his King, but also of all his grandees, and added, “This I will prove any day, and lay you a 
considerable sum on the result.” 


The Spanish ambassador soon after came unawares to the house of Sir Thomas and 
dined with him, when finding only an ordinary meal, he said, “Well Sir, you have lost your wager.” 


l “Not at all.” replied Sir Thomas “and this you shall presently see.” He then pulled out 
a box from his pocket, and taking one of the largest and finest eastern pearls out of it, exhibited it to the 
Ambassador, after which he ground it and drank the powder of it in a glass of wine, to the health of the 


Queen, his mistress. 
“My Lord Ambassador,” said Sir Thomas, “you know I have often refused L15,000 


for that pearl. Have I lost or won?” 


“J yield the wager as lost.” said the Ambassador., “and I do not think there are four 
subjects in the world that would do as much for their sovereign.” 
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At his death, which took place in 1579, the bulk of his wealth was found to consist of 
gold chains. He was buried in St Helen’s Church, Bishopgate. The inscription on the stone is: 


Sir Thomas Gresham, knight 
buried 
15 December 1579

78 
years old, when he made this mark. He had turned back from Troup County Ga to Pike 
County Ga..The reason for the move is not known.

Good ole day??? and hence some sayings... And these were the 
GOOD OLE DAYS? 


This list of the way things used to be back in the good old days was sent to me by a Grissom cousin. I thought you'll might enjoy learning 
how |we got some of our old cliches. Let us REVIEW how life used to be. Life in the Sixteenth Century - (the 1500's)...... so much for 


being romantic. 


Most people got married in June because they took their yearly bath May and were still smelling pretty good by June. However, they 
were starting to smell, so brides carried a "bouquet of flowers to hide the bad odor." 


Baths equaled a big tub filled with hot water. The man of the house had the privilege of the nice clean water, then all the other sons and 
men! then the women and finally the children. Last of all the babies. By then the water was so dirty you could actually lose someone in 
it. Hence the saying, "Don't throw the baby out with the bath water." 


Houses had thatched roofs. Thick straw piled high, with no wood underneath. It was the only place for animals to get warm, so all the 
pets |...dogs, cats and other small animals, mice, rats, bugs lived in the - 

roof! When it rained, it became slippery and sometimes the animals would slip and fall off the roof. Hence the saying, "It's raining cats 
and dogs." 


There was nothing to stop things from falling into the house. This posed a real problem in the bedroom where bugs and other droppings 
could really mess up your nice clean bed. So, they found that if they made beds with big posts and hung a sheet over the top, it addressed 
that problem. 

"Hence those beautiful big 4 poster beds with canopies." 


The floor was dirt. Only the wealthy had something other than dirt Hence the saying "dirt poor." 


The wealthy had slate floors, which would get slippery in the winter, so they ‘spread thresh on the floor to help keep their footing. As the 
winterwore on they kept adding more thresh until when you opened the door it woul dall start slipping outside. A piece of wood was 
placed at the entryway, hence "threshold." 


They cooked in the kitchen in a big kettle that always hung overthe fire. Every day they lit the fire and added things to the pot. They 
mostly ate vegetables and didn't get much meat. They would eat the stew for dinner leaving leftovers in the pot to get cold overnight and 
then! start overthe next day. Sometimes the stew had food in it that had been inthere for a month. Hence the rhyme: "peas porridge hot, 
peas porridge cold, peas porridgein the pot nine days old.” 


Sometimes they could obtain pork and would feel really special when that happened. When company came over; they would bring out 
some baconand hang it to show it off. It was a sign of wealth and that a man "could really bring home the bacon." 


They would cut off a little to share with guests and would all sit around and "chew the fat" 

Those with money had plates made of pewter. Food with a high acid content> caused some of the lead to leach onto the food. This 
happenedmost oftenwith> tomatoes, so they stopped eating tomatoes . . . for 400 years!Most people didn't have pewter plates, but had 
trenchers-a piece of woo with the middle scooped out likes a bowl. Trenchers were never washed and a lot of times worms got into the 
wood. After eating off a wormy trencher, they would get "trench mouth." 


Bread was divided according to status. Workers got the burnt bottom> of the loaf, the family got the middle, and guests got the top, or 
the> term "uppererust." 


Lead cups were used to drink ale or whiskey. The combination would sometimes knock them out for a couple of days. Someone walking 
along the road would take them for dead and prepare them for burial. They were laid out on the kitchen table for a couple of days and 


the family would gather around and eat and drink and wait and see if they would wake up. Hencethe custom of holding a "wake." 


England is old and small, and they started running out of places to bury people. So, they would dig up coffins and would take their bones 

to alhouse and re-use the grave. In reopening these coffins, one out of 25 coffins were found to have scratch marks on the inside and they 
realized they had beenburying people alive. So they thought they would tie a string on theirwris and lead it through the coffin and up 
through the ground and tie it to a bell. Someone would have to sit out in the graveyard all night to listen for the bell. Hence on the 
"graveyard shift" they would know that someone was "saved by the bell” or he was a "dead ringer." 
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HISTORY OF THE MANOR AT TITSEY 


The manor of Titsey was acquired in 1534 by John Gresham, one-time Lord Mayor of London and a 
member of the most prominent merchant dynasty in. Tudor England. His elder brother Richard also 
became Lord Mayor of London. Born at Holt in Norfolk, like Dick Whittington, the Greshams moved to 
London in their early teens to seek their fortunes. They were very successful. John Gresham became a 
member of the Mercers' Company, one of the twelve Great Livery Companies, at an early age in 1517. 
He was prominent in"the trade with the Middle East (spices and silks) and the Baltic (timber and skins). 
He founded the Russia Company, to trade with that far-off and then little-known country, an initiative 
which was to lead later in the century to the signing of a commercial treaty between Elizabeth J and Ivan 
The Terrible. He was Sheriff of London and was knighted in 1537 and became Lord Mayor in 1547. 


Like all his successful contemporaries he invested his new wealth in land, benefiting from the fluid land- 
market following the confiscation of church lands, and the dispersal of these and some of the old Crown 
estates to pay for Henry VIII's extravagant wars in France. Sir John bought the manors of Titsey, 
Tatsfield, Westerham, Lingfield and Sanderstead on the Kent-Surrey borders as well as other properties 
in Norfolk and Buckinghamshire leaving his successors a handsome estate the nucleus of which at Titsey 
has passed down intact to the present day. He was also a public benefactor supporting charities, providing 
feasts in the City, and founding and endowing Greshams School, at Holt, his birthplace, in Norfolk. ) 


Sir John's nephew, Thomas, took on the Gresham mantle in the City He joined the Mercers Company, 
was knighted, and was prominent in overseas trade and banking. His greatest achievement was the Royal 
Exchange which he built in 1566 as the chief focus for the commerce of the City, on the model of 
Flemish and Italian examples. He continued his uncle's connexion with the Crown and worked as an 
agent in the Netherlands, gathering information and smuggling gold as well as trading and banking. He 
became a Chancellor to Elizabeth I, and gained the reputation that with him nothing was impossible. 
When the Queen came to stay with him at his new house at Osterley in Middlesex she criticised the 
courtyard for being too small, so in the middle of the night Gresham got some workmen in to knock 

down various walls and in the morning it was twice its previous size. | | 


Sir John's eldest son William inherited his father's property in and around Titsey and devoted his time to ` 
improving the estate and building a new house there. No illustration of the latter exists, as it was largely 

demolished in the eighteenth century, apart from one small wing at the back which was kept as servants' 

quarters for the present house at Titsey. | | | 
The seventeenth century Greshams sat in Parliament as MPs and supported the King in the Civil War, 

suffering accordingly. In 1643 the house at Titsey was commandeered by the Parliamentarians but was ` 
later returned. At the Restoration in 1660 Charles II created Marmaduke Gresham a baronet as a reward 
for the family's support of the royalist cause

Since the Grissom family started French, the History can end on a French note...or can it? 
Remember the village of Gresham was there before Ralph de Braunche gained control of 
it. and there is record of some activities of the earier lord of the manor. According to 
GAWYSI [ vol 11 # 2 April 1996 pp aA! this action took place in Ireland of all 
places. 


" We now see the first mention of the name Gresham. The Irish prince Brian Boru 
attempted to control the foreigners and in the process to secure the High Kingship. Brian 
found the road to power paved with suffering and reverses. However, in 968, with his 
brother Mathgamhain, he defeated the Norse of Limerick and sacked their rich 
commercial port. He had many victories against the Vikings. So Vikings from all the 
Norse realms..from Iceland to Normandy thronged to Ireland to challenge the High King 
Bri ian. they came from Viking England, Denmark, and Norway as well as troops from 
Or kney, the Hebrides, Isle of Man and Scotland. The Jarl [Earl] of York led a contingent, 
as did Uither Dubh from Cornwall, Grisine of the Flemings, and Gresham of the 
Normans and fought in the battle of Clontarf in 1014. Before the day was over, there 
were 4,000 of the Irish found dead and 7,000 of the Norse. Even though the Vikings 
were routed in Ireland, the Normandy Vikings soon were to take over the rest of England 
The Gresham mentiond in the battle of Clontarf was possibly from the village of 
Gresham in the north-east corner of England [Viking England] that had been settled by 
the Vikings earlier. The village of Gresham is said to have existed at the time of the 
Norman Conquest. Its owner and lord of the manor was Ulston [source The Church of 
AI Saints Gresham that is given to people visiting the village of Gresham today]" 


Now could it be that our Ralph was a relative of that Ulston of Gresham? Did Ralph's 
daddy or granddaddy engage in that 1014 battle in Ireland? Does the name Braunche 
mean what it sounds like? A branch of some family? Was Ralph granted a knight's fee for 
land that already belonged to his family? The population in those days was made up of a 
lot fewer people. Vikings from one place knew Vikings from another. There is more to be 
learned about this family, though this book is now finished. 


The cousins thank you for reading this far. This was a joint effort discovering the history 
of one branch our family.
